Under  the  former  re- 
porting procedure  the  Chicago  office  of  such  clearing  member  simply  in- 
cluded the  net  position  of  such  outside  offices  when  reporting  their  total 
open  contracts  long  and  short.  Under  the  new  procedure  these  net  position 
figures  have  been  eliminated  and  the  total  open  contracts  long  and  short 
for  each  such  branch  office  have  been  substituted.    Each  clearing  member  now 
reports  the  total  long  rind  the  total  short  af  all  epen  contracts  on  the 

books  of  su3h  clearing  member  regardless  of  wiierc  the  records  are  kept.
